1 . EOLLOWING IS TEXT OE A STATEMENT AS PREPARED FOR DELIVERY 
BY UNDER SECRETARY OE COMMERCE JOHN K. TABOR AT THE OPENING 
OF THE NEW U.S. TRADE CENTER IN TAIPEI MARCH 18: 

2. (BEGIN TEXT) THIS IS AN AUSPICIOUS OCCASION EOR BOTH 
THE UNITED STATES AND THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA, AND ONE THAT 
I FEEL SERVES AS STILL ANOTHER EXAMPLE OF THE CLOSE TIES 
AND COOPERATIVE SPIRIT THAT HAVE MARKED THE RELATIONS 
BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES. THE SECRETARY OE COMMERCE, 
FREDERICK B. DENT, WITH WHOM MANY OF YOU MET DURING HIS 
VISIT HERE LAST JULY, HAS ASKED ME TO EXTEND HIS GREETINGS 
AND HIS BEST WISHES FOR THE SUCCESS OF THIS VENTURE. 

SECRETARY DENT IS CONFIDENT ABOUT THE OPPORTUNITIES THAT 
EXIST FOR INCREASED TRADE IN THIS PART OF THE WORLD. 

3. THE NEW U.S. TRADE CENTER WE ARE DEDICATING HERE 
TODAY IS THE 14TH TRADE CENTER WE HAVE ESTABLISHED AROUND 
THE WORLD TO PROMOTE THE SALE OF AMERICAN GOODS, THE VARIETY 
AND QUALITY OF WHICH YOU WILL HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY TO VIEW 
SHORTLY. 
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4. THE OPENING HERE IN TAIPEI OE THIS CENTER IS INDICATIVE 

OE THE IMPORTANCE ATTACHED TO THE LARGE AND GROWING TAIWAN 
MARKET BY U.S. SUPPLIERS. 

5. THIS IS AN ONGOING EACILITY DESIGNED TO BRING THE 
CHINESE BUYER AND THE U.S. SUPPLIER TOGETHER NOT JUST 

ONCE OR TWICE A YEAR BUT CONSTANTLY THROUGH THE USE OE THE 
CONEERENCE ROOMS, THE LIBRARY, THE SEMINAR ROOM AND THE 
EXHIBITION HALL WITH ITS 10,000 SQUARE EEET OE EXHIBIT SPACE. 

6. THIS DEDICATION TAKES PLACE AT A TIME THAT HAS SEEN 
REMARKABLE GROWTH IN TRADE INVOLVING OUR COUNTRIES. IN 
1973, U.S. EXPORTS TO TAIWAN INCREASED 86 PERCENT OVER THE 
PREVIOUS YEAR, REACHING $1.2 BILLION TO SURPASS THE 
BILLION DOLLAR MARK EOR THE EIRST TIME. SUCH EXPANSION 
REVERSES THE TREND OF A RAPIDLY GROWING U.S. BILATERAL 
TRADE DEEICIT. THIS IS DUE IN PART TO THE INCREASED 
COMPETITIVENESS OE U.S. GOODS ON THE WORLD MARKET AND 
IN PART TO THE INITIATIVES TAKEN BY THE GOVERNMENT OE 
THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA TO INCREASE IMPORTS PROM THE UNITED 
STATES. 

7. THIS CENTER SHOULD GO PAR TOWARD BRINGING THE GROWING 
TRADE BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES INTO BALANCE THROUGH THE 
EXPANSION OP U.S. EXPORTS RATHER THAN THE LIMITATION OF 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA IMPORTS. 

8. PRESIDENT NIXON IS COMMITTED TO A COURSE OF EXPANDED 
AND FREER WORLD TRADE. AS HE NOTED, WE HAVE ENTERED A 
NEW ERA THAT IS "ONE OP GROWING ECONOMIC INTERDEPENDENCE, 
SHARED ECONOMIC LEADERSHIP AND DRAMATIC ECONOMIC CHANGE." 

9. THIS CENTER IS AN EXAMPLE OP THAT GROWING CHANGE, INTER- 
DEPENDENCE AND SHARED ECONOMIC LEADERSHIP. IT SHOULD 
CONTRIBUTE GREATLY TO BRINGING TO TAIWAN THE LATEST AND 
MOST ADVANCED AMERICAN PRODUCTS THAT WILL ASSIST IN THE 
PURTHER DEVELOPMENT OP YOUR RAPIDLY EXPANDING ECONOMY. 

10. TRADE CENTERS ARE ANOTHER CORNERSTONE IN THE STRUCTURE 
OP PEACE, A DRUABLE STRUCTURE OP PEACE WE ARE ERECTING 
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IN THE WORLD THAT PRESIDENT NIXON ENVISIONS AS 
SOMETHING "PROM WHICH ALL NATIONS CAN BENEFIT AND IN 
WHICH ALL NATIONS HAVE A STAKE." THANK YOU. (END TEXT).
